“We do these players 
profiles there and I’m 
sometimes too embarras- 
sed to fill in my sheet. You 
know the sort of thing I’m 
talking about, like what’s 
your biggest thrill in 
soccer and that sort of 
thing.

He was at Brigg- 
town for three years and 
played alongside Kenny 
Boden. Mason and Boden 
were brought to Newcastle 
United for the start of the 
1978 NSL season by Alan 
Vast.

deal in Newcastle and the 
crowds were great but my 
most enjoyable year there 
was last year. Even though 
we weren't the crowds we 
had our most successful 
season in the NSL.

The players, fans, coach and 
management of Sydney City 
Hakoah are livid at the NSL’s 
decision to play the Inter-Con- 
ference challenge against 
South Melbourne Hellas in 
Melbourne this weekend. 

This is the second such fix- 
ture between the two leading 
clubs of the NSL of the mo- 
ment, and both were scheduled 
for the Victorian capital. 

Hakoah chairman Sam Fis- 
zman bluntly stated that his 
club was not interested in the 
anticipated extra revenue; it 
was more interested in the two 
premiership points at stake 

His view was fully suppor- 
ted by Eddie Thomson, who is 
fuming at the fact that these 
artificially-conceived fixtures 
handicap top sides and give the 
also-runs unfair advantages. 

Hakoah’s management is 
also on the offensive about 
previous decisions by the 
league and ASF Marketing 
about matters as diverse as 
the lack of a fair share of home 
games, advertising rights at 
the club’s home ground, being 
forced to play a deferred home 
fixture away from the club's 
home ground earlier this year 
and the singling out of national 
captain John Kosmina for pil- 
lorying by the NSL manage-

Soccer is made up 
of particular groups 
of people each of 
whom has an import- 
ant role to play. They 
are: players, refer- 
ees, coaches, admin- 
istrators, spectators 
and of course the 
media. 


Players are obviously the 
most important group as they 
determine the quality of the 
game in general which in turn 
can effect the input and per- 
formance of the other groups. 


Certainly, it always has 
been my belief that the game 
is mainly about players. 


Reading the Press and 
watching television recently, 
I'm beginning to wonder if the 
balance of importance to the 
game has shifted away from 
the players. 


The media must, in my opin- 
ion, take the blame for this 
shift. 


Administrators and referees 
have been attracting most of 
the headlines in recent times. 


One cannot pick up a paper 
without reading about out- 
bursts by club presidents. 
They even make regular state- 
ments concerning team selec- 
tion and the quality of players’ 
performances. 


However, this particular 
group is in a position to defend 
its outbursts and actions. 


But the second group, the 
referees, is finding itself more 
and more the victim of un- 
disciplined players, unruly 
spectators, coaches who are 
looking for excuses, dis- 
appointed club administrators 
and misguided reporters. 


One couldn't pick up this 
newspaper in recent weeks 
without finding a headline con- 
cerning the men in black. 


It truly amazes me how re- 
porters make very definite 
Statements when they dis- 
agree with referees’ decisions. 


In most cases it is unquali- 
fied criticism from people who 


COACH TIM | 
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South American soccer lost one of its most 
colorful characters when Tim died in Rio de 
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Janeiro recently. 


Tim, or Elba de Padua Lima 
to give him his official name, 
claimed to have been born in 
1918, although many be- 
lieved 19117 to be /ikelier: 

If he was truthful about his 
birthdate, Tim made a senior 
debut with Botofogo when 15 
years of age and transferred to 
Fluminense for a substantial 
sum while still a teenager. 

The ball-playing inside for- 
ward earned 16 caps for Bra- 
zil, including an appearance in 
the 1938 World Cup finals and, 
late in his career, moved to 
Argentina where he gained the 
nickname “El Peon’’.- 

As a coach, Tim won titles 
with Bangu, Flamengo, Flumi- 
nense and Vasco da Game in 
his native country and Argenti- 
na’s San Lorenzo. After guid- 
ing the latter to the [968 Met- 
TOpolitan Championship with- 
out losing a single game, Tim 
was almost strangled by one 
ecstatic supporter claiming 
his tie as a souvenir. The

wear again

tacking, entertaining soccer 
unrestrained by complex 
Strategies, Tim had only one 
aid when discussing tactics — 
a bag of 22 buttons which 
would be tipped onto a table 
and then moved into the posi- 
tions required. 

He was semi-retired when 
Peru’s federation, having been 
turned down by Didi and Mario 
Zagalo, approached him in 
1981 to become national team 
manager. 

Tim, not really wanting the 
job, was lured to Lima by a 
contract which gave him $120,- 
OK) for the three montis cov- 
ering the World Cup qualifying 
rounds 

Within those three months, 
he transformed a dispirited, 
methodless set of individuals 
into a skilled and efficient unit 
which created a major sur- 
prise by eliminating the highly 
regarded Uruguay. 

Tim's contract was extend- 
ed to the World Cup finals. 

In Spain, Peru drew with 
Italy and Cameroon before 
collapsing t-5 against Poland. 
It was a disappointing swan- 
song for the tournament’s old 
coach. > 

After the Mundial, Tim 
turned down a $360,000-a-year 
post in Saudi Arabia and the 
position of Portugal's national 
team manager because he pre- 
ferred to spend more time 
with his grand daughters in 
Brazil. 

Yet, the elderly chain 
smoker did not remain out of 
harness long and only last year 
was appointed coach of Inter- 
nacional Limeira, a minor 
club in Sao Paolo. 

He died after a prolonged 
stomach illness.

do not fully understand the 
rule governing the referees’ 
decisions 


There even has been criti- 
cism regarding the appoint- 
ments of particular referees to 
games and again from people 
who do not fully understand 
the circumstances regarding 
the availability of referees. 


Most top-class referees have 
NSL appointments each week 
and so are not always avail- 
able for a top State League 
game even though the State 
League game may be played 
on a Saturday. 


Some critics, especially 
those who do not fully under- 
stand the art of refereeing and 
the pressures involved, may 
feel a top referee could do both 
games on the one weekend. 


Our top referees make 
themselves available for one 
major game in any weekend 
and this game is generally an 
NSL fixture. 


Remember, that criticism 
towards referees is very much 
one way as they, by virtue of 
their association’s Ccon- 
stitution, are not allowed to 
make statements in defence of 
their decisions. 


The restraint they show in 
dhis area is to be admired and 
here they exercise discipline 
which the other groups would 
do well to take note of. 


However, official comments 
regarding refereeing, 
certainly in Victoria, can be 
obtained from the Referees’ 
Associations through the 
Director of Coaching for refer- 
ees. Bob Henderson.

To my knowledge, no report- 
ers have taken the trouble to 
contact him for official state- 
ments. If they did, they may 
find that much of their criti- 
cism is unjustified. 


The dissection of referees’ 
decistons on television is a dis- 
ease which has been with us 
for some time. This practice 
reached a new dimension, or in 
my opinion a new low, recently 
when a player sent from the 
field of play was interviewed 
regarding the merits of the 
referee while the game was 
still in progress! 


His comments may have 
sounded smart to some people 
but I can assure you that if he 
participated in such an inter- 
view in similar circumstances 
in Europe, action would have 
been taken against him by the 
relevant governing body for 
bringing the game into dis- 
repute. 


He still was under the juris- 
diction of the referee when he 
made his statements. The 
game was in progress and had 
the referee heard the player's 
comments he could have re- 
ported the player again, even 
though the ref already had sent 
him off. 


This type of sensationalism 
is not necessary and detracts 
from SE Tg things 3 in the 
game. 


Maybe it’s a lack of under- 
standing of the technicalities 
of the game which prevents a 
number of our media people 
from reporting on the quality 
of the game. 


It’s very easy to crucify a 
group of people who cannot 
defend themselves.
